Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state of Utah:
Section 1. Section 20A-5-402.5 is amended to read:
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20A-5-402.5. Certification of voting equipment.
(1) As used in this section, "voting equipment" means automatic tabulating equipment,

electronic voting systems, voting devices, and voting machines.

(2) Each election officer shall ensure that:

(3) The lieutenant governor[;as—chtefelectionofficer;| shall ensure that all voting
equipment used [mrYtak] complies with the requirements of this section.

Section 2. Effective date.

If approved by two-thirds of all the members elected to each house, this bill takes effect

upon approval by the governor, or the day following the constitutional time limit of Utah
Constitution Article VII, Section 8, without the governor's signature, or in the case of a veto,

the date of veto override.
